iron ore of the best quality, from their own mines,

Fifteen miles eustward, lies « village of 1 500 
people, situated at the outlet of a splendid sheet of 
water, which im its descent of 150 feet carries all 
needed machinery. Here the business is scythe- 
making. Another town is famous for its brass ket- 
thes; an article made nowhere else in the nation;

EFFECT OF > DRAINING. 


We have the youso been endeavoring to impress 
our readers with the great benefit which would re- 
sult to them, in a pecuniary point of view, were 
they to under-drain their wet lands, or otherwise 
relieve them from their superabundance of water. 
We have always been of the opinion that many 
fields which are now intractable clays, and which 
yield stintingly, might, by this process, not only 
be transformed inte good loamy soils, bet be made 
to bear abuadant crops of an improved quality. 
We are, therefore, gratified at being able to pre- 
sent the following brief paragraph from the Meri 
Lane Express before our patrons. Brief as it is, 
it embodies a series of facts which, to the reflect- 
ing agricultor, will present subjects for a volume 
of comments. And under the hope that it may set 
them to thinking, and thet through their thoughts, 
they may be induced to eer so as to improve their 
estates, we commend the article to their favorable 
consideration 

“The Mark Lane Express gives an account of 
the umprovements made on the farm ef Lord Starrs, 
in Wigtownshire. The part was drained, sub- 
soiled, timed and thoroughly pulverized and then 
produced forty bushels of wheat to the acre, where 
only twelve were raised before, the carrots, tur- 
nips, and mangel-wortrel on the land averaged 
twenty-three toms to the acre. A morass, « part 
of which had been cul over jor peat for thirty 
years, was drained, pared, limed, burned, manured 
and ploughed and sown to cats. (Crop, forty bushels 
to the acre. Next year top dressed with gravel 
and sand, lumed, manured, ploughed, and two acres 
sowed to turnips, Hybred Dale's; some of them 
weighed Afteen pounds each. The crop was forty 
tons per Scotch acre. [Four Scotch are five En- 
glish.] Seven acres planted to potatoes produced 
five hundred and seventy-six bushels per acre. 
Previous to improvement sixteen acres of this land 
was barely sufficient to pasture two cows and thei 
calves.”

MANAGEMENT OF HENS.

Hens, when properly attende: 
good quarters, will lay as we 
summer. We have published many fects whieh 
ustifies this assertion. One winter we fed our 
hens well with water and grain, but they had no 
extra care, and they did not lay well. The sext 
winter we geve them extra attention, supplied 
them with various kinds of food, and generally 
with a werm breakfast of boiled potatoes, mes! 
&e., and they laid abundantly 

The eggs they lad in January were worth, at 
the market price, three umes the amount they com 
sumed. These experiments were with the same 
hens, with the advantage of being one year older 
the second year. In an account of managing hens 
from J. 8. Sayward, Eeq., of Banger, be stated 
that one hundred and fifty hens produced nineteen 
hundred eggs im the cold month of Janwary. ina 
cold part of the country, too 

Hens should have a warm house. Jt should face 
the south, and there should be giese to let im the 
wun. The situation should be « dry one, and well 
sheltered from cold winds. The house should be 
kept clean. The manere should be often removed, 
as the ammonia arising from it affects the eyes of 
fowls, and it produces diseuses of variows kinds. 
The best wey is to catch the mmnure on @ floor un- 
der the roosts, and remove it often, drying up the 
moisture on the @oor with plaster, ashes, or sow 
dust. The dung of hens ww used by tanners, whe 
often give « good price; it is also valuable for 
manure, being worth more then guano. The 
house should be warm, yet well ventilated in mild 
weather. 

Give fowls & plenty of food, and greim, at al! 
tumes, and orcasionally a variety of other food, 
some of which should be animal. Keep them con- 
stently supplied with pore water, gravel, ashes, 
and if convenient, with old lame mortar, 
bones, chalk, and pounded oysterahells. Sun- 
4 hower-seed is good. So us all kinds of gram, and 
thet kind may be used mostly that is cheapest, 
though it is best to keep two or three kinds by 
fowls, and let them take their choice, 
best what they need.— Boston Cw

M. Stanislas Julien epeke of the metalic mir-
